which he said first showed some 
$860 missing but later was re­ 
duced to $375 after Mayor Cran­ 
mer supplied other funds. 
A jury of seven men and five 
women was seated late yester­ 
day morning as the trial began be­ 
fore Judge Joel H. Sharp. The 
mayor, up for a third term Nov. 
5, is represented by Atty. Robert 
Hartford of East Palestine and 
Atty. Sam Chertoff of East 
iv- 
erpool. 
Under questioning by Prosecutor 
G. Willliam Brokaw yesterday. Or­ 
ange said the mayor had told him 
city funds had been used for his 
personal purposes. 
, 
Orange said the mayor told him 
this after he, Orange, had refused 
the m ayor’s request not to men­ 
tion in his report the mayor had 
borrowed $500 to make up the 
shortage. 
The examiner said the mayor 
told him and City Solicitor Jam es 
Primm -his accounts were “a 11 
right” up to April. Orange said the 
mayor told him he then used city 
funds to pay for hospital and doctor 
bills for his ill wife and to avoid 
attachment of his pay. 
The examiner said the 
mayor 
told him June 3. the day of the 
audit, his cash book was about a 
week behind because his wife had 
been ill. Orange said he l a t e r 
found the cash book had not been 
posted since May 12. 
On the first check of the books, 
Orange said he found a shortage 
of $860.37 and informed Cranmer j 
The mayor replied. “ ‘It can't be. 
let s count it over’.** 
Orange said when he recounted 
the money at 4 45 in the afternoon, i 
he discovered an additional $460.50, j 
and said the mayor had borrowed 
$500 from a bank to help make 
up the shortage. He said the mayor 
subsequently admitted the borrow­ 
ing. 
The final audit figures shoved 
the m ayor's funds for the period 
Jan. 31. 1956. to June 2. 1957, were 
short $375.29. including errors in 
posting receipts totaling $79 60 in 
the account books and an unre­ 
corded $65 bond forfeit. 
Orange said he previously warn­ 
ed the mayor to take funds to the 
bank for deposit as soon as pos­ 
sible, but the mayor had failed to 
comply. 
He said the mayor would cus­ 
tomarily need about $300 for cash 
operations at the office, but the

Makes It Plain That 
Injunction Applies 
Only To Middletown

nent injunction Monday to prevent 
Middletown authorities from inter­ 
fering with bingo games 
which,

He made it plain, however, that 
his injunction applied only to a 
Middletown ordinance and a 1943 
state law. each of which says: ‘“ No 
person, for his own profit, shall 
vend, sell, barter or dispose of a 
ticket to a lottery or scheme of 
chance, by whatever name, style 
or title.” 
He said he would not have issued 
the injunction had the case been 
brought under the regular g a m ­ 
bling laws. 
“ This court will not enjoin tem­ 
porarily or otherwise any prosecu-, 
tion that the city of Middletown or 
any other city in this county wish­ 
es to engage in where bingo is 
charged as a violation of the gam­ 
bling laws.” Judge Cramer ex­ 
plained. “ but it will enjoin any at­ 
tempt to make a prosecution un­

Shared Knowledge 


A two-d ay meetin g of U.S. an d British scien ­ 
tists at Prin ceton Un iversity last week could 
n ot compete with Queen Elizabeth’s visit for 
public atten tion . But it had far heavier bearin g 
on the frien d ship between Briton s an d Ameri­ 
can s than the pomp an d pagean try of the royal 
tour. 
The Un ited States an d Great Britain have 
agreed to exchan ge secret in formation on the 
civil uses of atomic en ergy. The .scien tists who 
. met at Prin ceton were there by in vitation of 
the U.S. Atomic En ergy Commission an d the 
Un ited Kin gd om Atomic Authority. 
In a brief statemen t at the close of their 
meetin g, they referred to their in terest in “con ­ 
trolled thermon uclear reaction .” They said their 
experimen ts in d icated they might be on the 
track of a great d iscovery. 
On e of the thin gs that would qualify as a 
great d iscovery would be a con trolled ther­ 
mon uclear reaction that would propel an earth 
satellite in to an orbit as high or higher than 
that n ow bein g followed by Russia’s Sputn ik. 
An other, of course, would be a thermon uclear 
reactor that would supply econ omic power at 
an y poin t on the earth where it could be in ­ 
stalled . 
The Un ited States is d eep in Britain ’s d ebt 
for kn owled ge it has obtain ed from British 
scien tists an d en gin eers. Britain , in turn is 
d eep in d ebt for what it has received from 
the Un ited States. Together, with their scien tific 
kn owled ge pooled , they are a formid able team.

Ho w Much To o Slow? 


A rarely used section of Ohio law says, “No 
person shall operate a vechicle, trackless trolley, 
or streetcar at such a slow speed as to imped e 
or block the n ormal an d reason able movemen t 
of traffic, except when red uced speed is n eces­ 
sary for safe operation or to comply with law. 
This restriction also is set forth in the law 
govern in g speed limits in gen eral, which srys, 
“No person shall operate a motor vehicle at 
a speed greater or less than in reason able or 
proper, havin g d ue regard to the traffic, sur­ 
face an d wid th of the street or highway an d 
an y other con d ition s.” 
In an Ohio Mun icipal Court case last week, a 
d efen d an t charged with d rivin g 15 m.p.h. in a 50 
m.p.h. zon e was fin ed $5 an d costs. The case 
created wid espread in terest for a reason that is 
becomin g more importan t as public highways 
become safer for high-speed d rivin g. 
The time is n ot far d istan t when low-speed 
d rivin g on a high-speed will get as much atten ­ 
tion from traffic en forcemen t as high-speed d riv­ 
in g has been gettin g on low-speed road s. When 
that time comes—an d it may be here n ow—a 
min imum speed in Ohio will be as importan t 
in traffic con trol as the legal maximum speed s 
permitted on Ohio streets an d highways. 
It n o lon ger will be en ough to con cen trate 
on d rivers who go too fast. As a matter of fact, 
it is n ot en ough now% as was d emon strated in 
the case last week of a d river whose 15 m.p h. 
rate imped ed the n ormal an d reason able move­ 
men t of traffic in a 50 m.p.h. zon e. 


“ ARE WE SAYING.” asked on e

No­ 
bod y in the higher ran ks of the 
Army likes to be read in g d is­ 
patches such as this v/hich came 
over the Un ited Press wires from 
Little Rock last Frid ay: 
“The assistan t prin cipal (at Cen ­ 
tral High School) reported the boy 
with the paper clips to an Army 
officer. The officer followed the 
boy outsid e, mad e him turn out 
his pockets an d con fiscated kis 
supply of paper clips an d rubber 
ban d s.” 


ONE WONDERS WHY the as­ 
sistan t prin cipal could n ’t have got­ 
ten a policeman ’if he n eed ed on e 
to take paper clips awaj' from his 
pupils in stead of askin g taxpayers 
in all parts of the coun try to pay 
several thousan d s of d ollars a d ay 
to get a job d on e that the local 
authorities ought to d a an d can 
d o. 
The complain ts about the use of 
fed eral troops in 
Arkan sas are 
comin g in to Washin gton from all 
ever the coun try, though the mail 
from most people in the North still 


seems to favor the d octrin e that, 
irrespective of whether the Presi­ 
d en t d id or d id n ’t have the legal 
right to use fed eral troops in Ark­ 
an sas. the en d justified the mean s. 
Some n ewspaper ed itorials, how­ 
ever, are raisin g some in terestin g 
question s such as these: 
“Why hasn ’t the Presid en t sen t 
fed eral troops to main tain law an d 
ord er in Wiscon sin where in cid en t

In all the hin d sightin g on what Russian 
missile experts d id that en abled them to laun ch 
an earth satellite while U.S. 
experts

tryin g to d evelop a rocket powerful en ough to 
d o the same thin g, on e possibility has been 
n eglected . 
Almost n othin g has been said about the pos­ 
sibility the Russian s learn ed how to use n uclear 
en ergy to propel a rocket far en ough to put 
their satellite in to its earth-circlin g orbit. This 
would explain n ot on ly how they put up a satel­ 
lite but how they put up a satellite weighin g 185 
poun d s — man y times the weight which U S. 
missile experts believed would be feasible at this 
stage of rocket d evelopmen t. 
The New York Times n ow has d isclosed that 
n uclear rocket power research by the .Atomic 
En ergy Commission has been han d icapped by 
Bud get Bureau rulin gs which withheld mon ey 
alread y appropriated . It has d isclosed that the 
research was in ten d ed to be the coun terpart 
of similar research kn own to be un d er way in 
the Soviet Un ion . This could be the secret of 
the propulsive power that gave Russia its head 
start in the satellite project. But even more to 
the poin t, it could be the secret of the Russian s’ 
con fid en ce that their missile project has out­ 
d istan ced the U.S. project. 
The real cause for this coun try's con cern 
about its military security is n ot the satellite 
but the power to put it in its orbit.

A two-day m eeting of U.S. and British scien­ 
tists at Princeton U niversity last week could 
not com pete with Queen E lizabeth’s visit for 
public attention. But it had far heavier bearing 
on the friendship between Britons and A m eri­ 
cans than the pomp and pageantry of the royal 
tour. 


The United States and G reat B ritain have 
agreed to exchange secret inform ation on the 
civil uses of atom ic energy. The scientists who 
m et at Princeton w ere there by invitation of 
the U.S. Atomic E nergy Commission and the 
U nited Kingdom Atomic Authority. 


In a brief statem ent at the close of their 
m eeting, they referred to their interest in "con­ 
trolled therm onuclear reaction.” They said their 
experim ents indicated they m ight be on the 
track of a g reat discovery. 


One of the things th at would qualify as a 
g reat discovery would be a controlled ther­ 
m onuclear reaction that would propel an earth 
satellite into an orbit as high or higher than 
th a t now being followed by R ussia’s Sputnik. 
Another, of course, would be a therm onuclear 
reacto r th at would supply economic power at 
any point on the earth w’here it could be in­ 
stalled. 


The United States is deep in B ritaiu’s debt 
for knowledge it has obtained from British 
scientists and engineers. B ritain, in turn is 
deep in debt for w hat it has received from 
th e United States. Together, with their scientific 
knowledge pooled, they are a form idable team .

How Much l oo Slow? 


A rarely used section of Ohio law says, "N o 
person shall operate a vechicle, trackless trolley, 
or streetcar at such a slow speed as to im pede 
or block the norm al and reasonable m ovem ent 
of traffic, except when reduced speed is neces­ 
sary for safe operation or to comply with law ." 


This restriction also is set forth in the law 
governing speed lim its in general, which snys, 
"N o person shall operate a m otor vehicle at 
a speed g reater or less than in reasonable or 
proper, having due regard to the traffic, sur­ 
face and width of the street or highway and 
any other conditions.” 


In an Ohio M unicipal Court case last week, a 
defendant charged with driving 15 m .p.h. in a 50 
m .p.h. zone w as fined $5 and costs. The case 
created w idespread interest for a reason th a t is 
becom ing m ore im portant as public highways 
becom e safer for high-speed driving. 


The tim e is not far distant when low-speed 
driving on a high-speed will get as m uch atten­ 
tion from traffic enforcem ent as high-speed driv­ 
ing has been getting on low-speed roads. When 
th at tim e com es—and it m ay be here now—a 
m inim um speed in Ohio will be as im portant 
in traffic control as the legal m axim um speeds 
perm itted on Ohio streets and highways. 


It no longer will be enough to concentrate 
on drivers who go too fast. As a m atter of fact, 
it is not enough now, as was dem onstrated in 
the case last week of a driver whose 15 m p h. 
ra te im peded the norm al and reasonable m ove­ 
m ent of traffic in a 50 m.p.h. zone. 


Could This Be It? 


In 
all 
the 
hindsighting 
on 
what 
Russian 
m issile experts did that enabled them to launch 
an earth satellite while U.S. 
experts 
were 
trying to develop a rocket powerful enough to 
do the sam e thing, one 
possibility has 
been 
neglected. 


Almost nothing has been said about the pos­ 
sibility the Russians learned how to use nuclear 
energy to propel a rocket far enough to put 
their satellite into its earth-circling orbit. This 
would explain not only how they put up a satel­ 
lite but how they put up a satellite weighing 185 
pounds — m any tim es the weight which U S. 
m issile experts believed would be feasible at this 
stage of rocket development. 


The New York Tim es now has disclosed that 
nuclear rocket power research by the Atomic 
E nergy Commission has been handicapped by 
Budget Bureau rulings which withheld money 
already appropriated. It has disclosed that the 
research was intended to be the counterpart 
of sim ilar research known to be under way in 
the Soviet Union. This could be the secret of 
the propulsive power th a t gave Russia its head 
start in the satellite project. But even m ore to 
the point, it could be the secret of the R ussians’ 
confidence that their m issile project has out­ 
distanced the U.S. project. 


The real cause for 
this 
country’s 
concern 
about its m ilitary security is not the satellite 
but the power to put it in its orbit.

CONGRESS WILL 
hear 
these

be general—that John K asper, the 
rabble-rouser, is at last going to 
jail. He was convicted of violating 
a court order at Clinton. Tenn., 
w arning him against inciting peo­ 
ple to violence.

been behind K asper?” 
The 
Citizens 
Councils 
in

South and the new spapers there

K asper now adm its be previous­ 
ly mingled openly with Negro girls 
at dances and social affairs

HIS CAMPAIGN has been

only anti-Negro but an attack on 
persons of certain religious faiths. 
His backers are m ysterious, and 
it is no secret that some civic or­ 
ganizations in the South for sev­ 
eral m onths have been trying to 
find out the m otivation of K asper’s 
supporters in the 
North. 
Some 
governm ental agencies, too, have 
been seeking the sam e inform a­ 
tion. 
So. ps K asper goes to jail, the 
people of the South are im m ensely 
relieved but they are still deeply 
concerned as to what groups or 
forces are trying to stir up m ore 
and m ore trouble in the South, 
leg islativ e com m ittees of some of 
the southern states are likely soon 
to probe these m atters in open 
sessions.

This coming Novem ber you a r e 
going to be asked to vote for the 
3-mill school levy. 
There is one point that should 
be brought to your attention. This 
school levy does not have anything 
to do with the building of our new 
schools. 
The new 
levy we 
are 
asking j 
deals only with operation of t h e , 
schools. We m ust bear in m i n d 
that our schools have not asked 
for additional money for operat­ 
ing expenses since 1951. Also we 
m ust keep in mind, the cost of op­ 
erating own homes has taken 
a 
decided jum p, in the last six years, 
yet our school system is receiving 
no m ore local taxes than in 1951. 


NOW THE tim e has come when 
we m ust m ake up our m inds, whe­ 
ther we are going to keep o u r 
school system up to the standards 
of our neighbors throughout t h e 
state of Ohio. 
Our teachers are asked to teach 
for considerable less money than 
90 per cent of most com m unities 
of sim ilar size. We have had to j 
call teachers out cf retirem ent to 
fill the teaching staff in E ast Liv­ 
erpool. 
We have one of the m ost m od­ 
ern m etal shops in the state at j 
our W estgate school that is laying 
idle because we can’t hire a teach­ 
er at the salary we can pay at 
this tim e. The subject of m e t a l 
work is one of the largest draw- j 
mg cards a school can offer any 
boy. yet we have the shop and no 
teacher. 
J 
T here was considerable publici­ 
ty about w here the new schools 
w ere to be built. Some agreed and 
some disagreed as to location. But 
we m ust rem em ber our s c h o o l 
system is four - million - dollar 
business, and nothing that big can 
be located and operated to the sat­ 
isfaction of all. 
Some of us are going to lose our 
tem pers — and th at is a very hu­ 
m an thing to do — regardless of 
w hether we are satisfied or n o t 
when you go to the polls in No- j 
\ em ber you m ust weigh 
y o u r 
thoughts very carefully, should I 
cast m y vote yes for m y children 
or cast m y vote no for some per­ 
sonal reason. 
The 3 mill school levy will cost - 
about $12 a year to the average 
home owner. In other words if you 
pay $160 a year real estate taxes, 
you would pay about $172 a year 
if you pass the levy. 
I 


TH ER E ARE s o m e things 
I 
don’t like about the school system 
in E ast Liverpool, but no one per­ 
son or persons are to blam e. In 
fact m y own disagreem ents m ay 
be wrong because I am not an ed­ 
ucator. 
I have harped about the low in­ 
com e of our teachers, but there 
are m any other factors that enter 
in the picture. Good business prac­ 
tice calls for roughly I per cent 
per year for m aintance of build­ 
ings. That in itself would call for 
about $40,000 
We at the present 
tim e have about $1 2 ,0 0 0 for m ain­ 
tenance of all our buildings f o r 
1957. 
At the present tim e we have $9.- 


0 0 0 for textbooks or approxim ate­ 
ly $169 per child. The new levy 
would increase this to $14,300. A 
com plete set of basix sixth - grade 
books costs $12 09. 
Before the installation of w ater 
m eters, the cost for w ater to the 
schools was $89 every 
t h r e e 
m onths. For the last three m onths 
of 1956 the cost of w ater and sew­ 
age for the schools was $1,277.92, 
alm ost 15 tim es m ore. 
The school board asked for some 
relief on their w ater bills, but the 
city inform ed them they would not 
receive any relief on the w ater bill 
and that they were to install w a­ 
ter m eters at P atterson Field for 
the shower room s. My own person­ 
al thinking on this m atter is that 
the w ater com mission could give 
some relief. 
So Mr. and Mrs. E ast Liverpool 
it's up to you. Vote for the 3-mill 
levy.

If this getting liquidating power 
is as extrem e as the chance of a r­ 
ranging a ticker tape parade for 
Queen Elizabeth in Dublin, influ­ 
ential congressm en still want some 
form of a Corrupt Activities Con­ 
trol Board which could rap shady 
labor leaders’ knuckles. 
One of the powers now under 
very serious consideration for such 
a board is the authority to rip tax 
exem ption from unions declared 
corrupt. 


THUS THE BOARD could liqui­ 
date 
the 
union 
treasury 
if 
it 
couldn’t liquidate the union itself. 
There are several ways this could 
be done. These have been discussed 
at a series of conferences between 
Sen. 
M cClellan’s 
and 
counselor 
R obert Kennedy’s staff and high 
T reasury D epartm ent officials. 
The McClellan com m ittee and the 
Senate Labor Com mittee, which 
will be drawing up these proposals 
for Congress to move on next Jan- 
uar>\ are now aw aiting official ad- 
\ ce from the treasury m en. 
No legislation will be drafted un­ 
til such word arrives. The Senate 
racketbusters and other congres­ 
sional leaders believe that the only 
effective way left now for disciplin­ 
ing a corrupt union is to tax its 
millions of dollars in dues, real 
e s t a t e and other investm ents, 
w hether the investm ents are m ade 
by the union’s central treasury or 
the union s pension and welfare 
funds. 


SOME OF THOSE cocky quick- 
buck union chiefs would not be 
so debonair and arrogant if they 
knew toe full im pact of being sub­ 
jected to tax laws. 
For exam ple, they could not set 
their own salaries and expense ac­ 
counts without final consultation 
with the T reasury D epartm ents. 
Sounds strange, but ifs true. 
The T reasury D epartm ent agents 
have the right to declare a corpora­ 
tion executive s salary excessive— 
or. for that m atter, the wage of 
any employe. Frequently treasury 
agents simply say that some execu­ 
tive is earning too much. Here is 
how this is explained by one of 
the nation’s most reputable ac­ 
countants: 
"The nature and the am ount of 
an em ploye's paym ent, whether an 
officer or a clerk, m ust be a re a ­ 
sonable one. What is reasonable 
will vary from firm to firm and 
executive to executive as well as 
w ith the viewpoint of the particular 
T reasury 
agent 
exam ining 
the 
corporation’s bcJks. 


"TH E TREASURY D epartm ent 
cannot prevent a corporation from 
paying out its funds. All the gov­ 
ernm ent can say is that the salary 
is unreasonable and disallow toe 
am ount it believes in excess Then 
the com pany m ust pay taxes on 
this am ount even if it continues 
to pay it out rn salaries. 
If a corrupt union is deprived of

its tax exem pt status, it will be 
liable to the sam e laws as corpor­ 
a tio n s . A treasury agent could 
walk into any of its hundreds of 
locals and say that the president or 
business agent is drawing exces­ 
sive salary or expense accounts. 
Such a decision would have con­ 
siderable im pact on the union m em ­ 
bers and the public.

RECENTLY A BOOK bv one of the above 
"authorities” cam e to m y attention. 
It was 
"Tow ard a Reconstructed Philosophy crf E d ­ 
ucation" by Theodore Bram eid. Professor of 
j Educational Philosophy in the School of E duca­ 
tion of New York University. 


His position in that institution was em pha­ 
sized to m e because in my travel* over the 
J country I have noted the large num ber of 
I New York for sum m er school courses in that 
institution, and the great influence which it— 
and presum ably its "professor of Educational 
Philosphy" — must have. 


I learn from this book that, with B ram eid as 
a leader, a new group of educationists has 
arisen who believe that even "progressive ed­ 
ucation" is passe. Hence. Bram eid is well on 
the way to supplanting John Dewey as the Mo 
ham m ed of Am erican education. 


According to Augustin G 
Rudd in his hook. 
I "Bending the Twig.” E rnest O. M clty, ch air­ 
m an of the Policy Com m ittee of the American 
I Education 
Fellowship 
(form erly the progres- 
| sive Education Association*, in 1947 appointed 
Bram eid to prepare a new policy for the AEF 


1 According to Rudd, the first Bram eid draft con­ 
tained these passages: 


"To channel the energies of education toward 
the reconstruction of the economic system , a 
system which should be geared with the In 
. creased socializations of England, Sweden. New 
j Zealand and other countries.” 


And "the establishm ent of genuine Interna­ 
tional authority. . 
an order In which world 
citizenship thus assum es at least an equal sta t­ 
us with national citizenship.” 


ON ANOTHER occasion, w riting in "Science 
and Society,” Bram eid said: 


"The thesis of this article is simply that 
; liberal educators who look toward collectivism 
as a way out of our economic, political and 
cultural m orass m ust give m ore serious con­ 
sideration than they have so far to the m eth­ 
odology of Marx " 
That 
Bram eid 
is 
one of those 
educators 
"who look toward collectivism ” is abundantly 
shown in his book noted above. "Tow ard a 
R econstructed Philosophy cf Education ” 
Space perm its only a brief quotation, hut 
this is apparently the nub of the book 
"W a 
require an educational order that: 
"I —is supported heavily by Federal taxa­ 
tion (supplem ented by local revenues* and con­ 
trolled by the m ajority; 
" 2 —offers free universal education; 
"3 —gears curriculum s, teaching, 
guidance, 
and adm inistration to the purposes of the econ­ 
omy of abundance, political order, scientific 
society, and esthetic pattern; 
"4 —brings new spapers, radio chains, 
and 
other instum ents of public enlightenm ent into 
I direct cooperation and under sim ilar controls .** 
B ram eid describes the "controls” elsew here 
in his book He would have a "F ederal Educa­ 
tion A uthority” modeled a ’ter the Tennessee 
I Valley Authority. 
He apparently m eans that Congress w o u l d 
create the "Authority** which then would he 
m aster of its own operations. This he calls, 
quoting David Lffienthal, "centralized authori­ 
ty -decentralized adm inistration ” The only de­ 
centralization under the TY A is that a board 
appointed by the President runs the show much 
I as it chooses 
Perhaps this book would be Interesting read ­ 
ing for school board m em bers, and, considering 
Point 4 above, for editors and proprietors of 
newspapers and radio stations.

Voters will answer that question 
at the polls in the Nov. 5 election. 
A proposal to rem ove the resi­ 
dence requirement will appear on 
ballots as one of three proposed 
chang es in the sta te constitution.

Approval by a majority of those 
voting on the question is neces­ 
sary for adoption. 
The restriction, in effect since 
19 13, prevented Gov. C. William 
O’Neill from filling some Cabinet 
posts with out-of-state residents.

sta te 
superintendent 
of 
schools for severa l months. 
As a result, the la st Leg islature 
adopted a resolution placing the

Article XV Section 4 of the Con­ 
stitution reads: “ No person shall 
be elected or appointed to any 
office in this sta te unless posses­

To qualify as an elector, resi­ 
dents must live in the sta te at 
lea.st one y ear. 
The proposed chang e in Section 
4 would remove the words “ or ap­

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For Appointment To Office 
Ohio's Voters Will Decide 
Residence Requirement 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UP - Should 
Ohio eliminate a requirement for 
residence of at least a year in the 
state as a qualification for appoint­ 
ment to public office created by­ 
law? 
Voters will answer that question 
at the polls in the Nov. a election. 
A proposal to remove the resi­ 
dence requirement will appear on 
ballots as one of three proposed 
changes in the state constitution. 
It

Amendment No. I. 
Approval by a majority of those 
voting on the question is neces­ 
sary for adoption. 
The restriction, in effect since 
1913, prevented Gov. C. William 
O'Neill from filling some Cabinet 
posts with out-of-state residents. 
It also delayed selection of the 
first 
state 
superintendent 
of 
schools for several months 
As a result, the last Legislature 
adopted a resolution placing the 
proposed 
constitutional 
amend­ 
ment before voters for final de­ 
cision. 
Article XV Section 4 of the Con­ 
stitution reads: “No person shall 
be elected or appointed to any 
office in this state unless posses­ 
sed of the qualifications of an 
elector.” 
To qualify as an elector, resi­ 
dents must live in the state at 
least one year. 
The proposed change in Section 
4 would remove the words “or ap­ 


pointed." That action would make 
the section read: “No person shall 
be elected to any office in this 
state unless possessed of the qual­ 
ifications of an elector." 
O'Neill ran afoul of the barrier 
in seeking to appoint Charles M. 
Noble. New Jersey turnpike en­ 
gineer, as state highway director 
in his Cabinet. 
He got around the restriction by- 
making Noble, recognized as a 
national expert on road building, 
his secretary in charge of high­ 
ways to push a two-billion-dollar 
construction program. 
As secretary. Noble occupies a 
post not created by law although 
he receives the $30,000 annual sal­ 
ary approved by the Legislature 
for the statutory position of high­ 
way director. Noble can become 
highway director next year after 
he has lived in Ohio a full year. 
The residence restriction was 
cited by out of state experts on 
mental hygiene for refusing to ac­ 
cept appointment as Ohio director 
of mental health and correction, j 
Dr. Robert A. Haines of Cin­ 
cinnati only recently received ap­ 
pointment to that $18,000-a-year, 
cabinet post. 
The same restriction figured in 
the refusal of Harold S. Vincent, j 
Milwaukee school superintendent,j 
to come to Ohio as state super­ 
intendent of public instruction at 
$25,000 annually.

Virtually all one-car accidents 
are caused by driver error, the 
researchers say. but drivers in 
the over-40 
age 
group 
usually 
blame the road, the auto, the 
"other driver ” 
Younger drivers, on the other 
hand, are more realistic. Teen­ 
age motorists view themselves as 
only mediocre drivers, and drivers 
under 30 blame themselves for 
one-car accidents, but don’t think 
they will make the same mistake 
again. 
Findings of the research team 
were collected in two years of 
investigation supervised by Em­ 
mett H. Karrer, professor of high­ 
way engineering at Ohio State 
The group made a study of 7,148 
one-car accidents investigated by 
the Ohio Highway Patrol in 1955. 
Some researchers interviewed 200 
drivers involved in the accidents.! 
Others studied accident locations.; 
The interviews were usually in 
the privacy of the driver's home, 
were held within three to IO days 
after the accident, and involved 
more than 80 questions. 
The results were published in a 
booklet called “HIGHways or DIE- 
ways. It was released by the 
State Highway Safety Department 
Monday.
